Report of Plumbing Inspector 


Over the past year nine new permits were issued. We 
still have permits out from previous years that I have not 
been notified to inspect. The plumbing codes state that no 
plumbing shall be used until after the prescribed inspec- 
tions and tests have been completed and the plumbing 
found to comply with these regulations. 


A permit has to be obtained from the plumbing inspec- 
tor for all plumbing, new or replacement. 
(a) Permit fee, $3.00. 
(b) For the first 5 fixtures, $2.00 each and for all fix- 
tures over a total of 5, $.60 each, in addition. 


There are new regulations in the plumbing codes to help 
fight pollution, such as, the minimum distance has in- 
creased from 60 to 100 feet for sewage disposal units from 
normal high water mark of any lake, pond, river, stream, 
well or spring.

Report of 
Fire Warden and Fire Chief 


As most of the taxpayers know, the Fire Department 
undertook a project this past summer of delivering cards 
to all property owners in Greenwood giving the proper 
procedure in order to report a fire. A map is now being 
completed at the fire house locating all property. 


During the past year there were 7 fires consisting of 
the following: 1 mill, 2 chimney, 2 car, 1 cottage and 1 
grass. There were over 50 packages of chimney cleaner 
given out this last year. By purchasing this in larger 
quantities and packaging it ourselves it has proved to be 
much less expensive to the town. We still have enough of 
this material on hand for the coming year. There were 
many checks made on fires this last year. As always one 
of the biggest problems was from burning without per- 
mits. Fishermen are reminded that anyone building a 
camp fire on property owned by someone else is required 
by law to receive permission from the land owner. For 
his own protection I would recommend that this be a 
written permission. 


A mutual aid is now being worked out between the 
towns of Greenwood and Bethel. This should help both 
towns in the future and accounts for the absence of an 
article to raise $200 for the Town of Bethel for services 
for 1972. 


This year we are asking for $1,500. for new equipment 
which will cover installation of an alarm device if ap- 
proved and voted by the townspeople. This would be a 
one-year project and could be used for any emergencies. 
We are not asking for $500. for the Future Fire Equip- 
ment Savings Account. This amount and the $200. we 
will not have to pay Bethel for services results in only a 
request of $300. more than last year. After this device is 
installed it is possible for the Civil Defense Director of 
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the town to make application to the State for reimburse- 
ment of a portion of the cost. Should we receive monies 
from this source it would be credited to the Fire Equip- 
ment Account and used for other pieces of equipment.

CONSERVATION COMMISSIONS, PARKS AND TREES 
Title 30, M.R.S.A., Chapter 229 


Subchapter I, Consei vation Commissioners 


Section 3851. Conservation Commissions 


Municipalities may establish conservation commissions. 
The municipal officers may appoint 5 conservation com- 
missioners, to hold office 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 years, respec- 
tively, and after the first year choose annually a commis- 
sioner for 5 years in place of the one whose term expires. 
Such commission may have the care and superintendence 
of the public parks and, subject to the approval of the 
municipal officers, direct the expenditure of all moneys 
appropriated for the improvement of the same. Such 
commission shall conduct research, in conjunction with 
the planning board, if any, into the local land areas and 
shall seek to coordinate the activities of conservation 
bodies organized for similar purposes and may advertise, 
prepare, print and distribute books, maps, charts, plans 
and pamphlets which in its judgment it deems necessary. 
It shall keep an index of all open areas, publicly or pri- 
vately owned, within the municipality, including open 
marsh lands, swamps and other wetlands, for the purpose 
of obtaining information pertinent to proper utilization, 
protection, development or use of such open areas and may 
recommend to the municipal officers or any municipal 
body or board, or any body politic or public agency of the 
State of Maine a program for the better utilization, pro- 
tection, development or use of such areas, which may in- 
clude the acquisition of conservation easements. Any body 
politic or public agency of the State of Maine conducting 
planning operations with respect to open areas within a 
municipality having a conservation commission shall 
notify such conservation commission of all plans and 
planning operations at least 30 days prior to the imple- 
mentation of any action thereunder. A Conservation Com- 
mission may acquire land in the name of the municipality 
for any of the purposes set forth in this section with the 
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approval of the legislative body. A commission may re- 
ceive gifts in the name of the municipality for any of its 
purposes and shall administer the same for such purposes 
subject to the terms of the gift. It shall keep records of 
its meetings and activities and shall make an annual re- 
port to the municipality to be published as part of the 
annual municipal report. 


As used in this section “open areas’? means any space 
or area the preservation or restriction of the use of which 
would maintain or enhance the conservation of natural or 
scenic resources, protect natural streams or water sup- 
plies, promote conservation of swamps, wetlands, beaches 
or tidal marshes, enhance the value of the public of abut- 
ting or neighboring parks, forests, wildlife preserves, 
nature reservations or sanctuaries, or other open areas or 
open spaces, affect or enhance public recreation opportu- 
nities, preserve historic sites, implement the plan of 
development adopted by the planning commission of any 
municipality, promote orderly urban or suburban develop- 
ment. 


Nothing in this law shall be construed to require a 
municipality which has heretofore constituted a park 
commission under prior law to establish a conservation 
commission, and any such park commission heretofore 
established may continue to operate as originally estab- 
lished. 


Section 3852. Failure to elect; 
function of municipal officers 


If any municipality, having taken lands as provided, 
fails through its municipal officers to appoint a board of 
conservation commissioners, the municipal officers shall 
have and exercise all the powers and duties of such com- 
missioners, except as provided in sections 3853 and 3854 
and subchapters III and IV. Every municipality, although 
containing less than 1,000 inhabitants, may appropriate 
money for the purposes of sections 3802 and 3803. 


Section 3853. Park commissioners 


Notwithstanding the law relating to conservation com- 
missions, municipalities and village corporations are 
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authorized and empowered to elect or appoint 5 park com- 
missioners, to hold office one, 2, 8, 4 and 5 years, respec- 
tively initially, and after the first year choose annually a 
commissioner for 5 years in place of the one whose term 
expires. Such commissioners shall have the care and 
superintendence of the public parks, and, subject to the 
approval of the municipal officers, direct the expenditure 
of all moneys appropriated or available for the improve- 
ment of the same. 


Section 3854. Supervision of shade trees 


All public shade trees may be under the care and con- 
trol of conservation commissioners in municipalities 
which now or hereafter may appoint such commissioners 
in accordance with subchapters I, II and V. As to all such 
trees said conservation commissioners may have the 
powers and duties conferred upon tree wardens. 


Report of Donated Food Program 


To the Citizens of Greenwood, 


On behalf of the Oxford County Donated Food Program 
iL supe the following report to the people of Green- 
wood. 

During the year of 1971 in Oxford County we provided 
foods to 33,594 people. 

The cost to provide this food and the administration of 
this program came to the sum of approximately 
$26,000.00. The value to the people for the food is $18.00 
per person per month or a total of $604,692.00 per year 
which is a quarter of a million dollars. 

In the town of Greenwood, for the year 1971, 1139 
people received donated food with a value of $20,502.00 at 
the cost of $569.50. 

As of March 31, 1972 there will no longer be Federal 
funds to help operate the Donated Food program. Thanks 
to the diligent and hard work of our County Commis- 
sioners: Chairman, Burton MacDonald; Leo MacDonald, 
and Norm Fergerson, we have acquired funds from the 
Emergency Employment Act to keep our program in 
operation for at least another year without the cost going 
up to your town. 

Hopefully in the year 1972 we will find more and better 
ways to operate the food program to better serve the 
people and to possibly cut the cost even more to the 
towns. 

We, the personnel of the Donated Food Program at this 
time would like to express our thanks to you for helping 
to make this very worthwhile program a success in 
Oxford County.

Blister Rust Control Program

The following is a brief report of the work done on the 
white pine blister rust control program in Greenwood in 
1971. 


2,258 acres in and near white pine stands were sur- 
veyed. This was to locate and destroy the currant and 
gooseberry bushes which spread the disease from one 
white pine tree to another. 2,243 of these host plants were 
destroyed. They were generally scattered or in local con- 
centrations throughout the area and represent the re- 
growth of the species in the past nine and ten years since 
these particular areas were last worked. 


The cost to do this work was $400.00 and was evenly 
divided between Greenwood and the Maine Forestry 
Department. It was used to pay labor costs and for trans- 
portation of men and supplies. 


Before work began in Greenwood this year, we thought 
it advisable to remap the pine stands to bring their loca- 
tions up-to-date and give us more accurate acreage 
figures. This was done on aerial photos. The cost to do 
this was $1,142.48. Our department paid for this work 
entirely. This brought the total cost of the work done in 
Greenwood this year to $1,542.48. 
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There is no further work of this nature scheduled in 
Greenwood until 1980 when eight hundred sixty-five acres 
should be carefully examined. 

Thank you for the fine cooperation we enjoyed from you 
and the citizens of Greenwood.

Androscoggin Home Health Services 


In January 1972 the Androscoggin Home Health Serv- 
ices observed its fifth anniversary of service to people of 
the Tri-County area. During these years we have pro- 
vided over 70,000 home care visits to more than 3,000 
patients. While we view these statistics with some pride, 
we would hasten to acknowledge that the agency owes a 
debt of gratitude to many persons, both lay and profes- 
sional, and to the communities which comprise the area 
for making it possible for us to serve people. Without the 
help of so many, our fifth anniversary would be a bleak 
affair. 

Community health agencies have a responsibility to 
continually bring the services they offer to the attention 
of the public as a means to promote their appropriate use. 
At the risk of repeating information which has appeared 
in previous reports to communities, I believe it is impor- 
tant to restate some basic information about our services. 


Home health services are primarily designed to meet 
the needs of sick and/or disabled persons. Frequently, 
these are people who have been hospitalized, but continue 
to require part-time nursing care on an intermittent basis. 
Not infrequently, the availability of this service makes it 
possible for a patient to leave the hospital sooner than 
would be the case were professional care in the home not 
available. Referrals to the agency may come from any 
source — spouse, neighbor, friend, ete. — but on-going 
services must be under the direction of the patient’s own 
physician. In addition to nursing, we provide the services 
of physical therapists and health aides, the latter service 
now being implemented throughout the region. 


Patients are able to pay for home health services in a 
variety of ways including Medicare, Medicaid, major 
medical insurance, and the Veterans Administration to 
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name a few. Fees are charged in cases where there is no 
third party payment mechanism, but these are based on 
a sliding fee scale which is designed to take into con- 
sideration each family’s ability to pay. 


We at “Androscoggin” are continuously seeking to 
develop ways to bring better services to more people, and 
we are confident that several recent developments will 
assist us toward this goal in 1972. We are particularly 
pleased to announce at this time that we have most re- 
cently entered into a one-year pilot project with Associ- 
ated Hospital Service of Maine (Blue Cross-Blue Shield). 
As a result, Blue Cross subscribers in this service area 
will be eligible for home health care benefits beginning 
this spring. 

In 1971 we provided fifteen thousand, one hundred 


twenty-eight visits to the entire region. Of this total 
twenty-nine visits were to residents of Greenwood. 


On behalf of the Board of Directors and staff of the 
Androscoggin Home Health Agency, I want to express 
appreciation for the continuing support of the people of 
Greenwood.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Greenwood has been com- 
pleted for the municipal year ended December 31, 1971. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated im the following comments, 
exhibits and supporting schedules. 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance of $2,798.62 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Casco Bank 
and Trust Company, Bethel, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $3,005.90 consisted principally 
of balances due from government agencies for Town Road 
Improvement expenditures. 


Taxes receivable of $17,237.98 represented the un- 
collected balance of the 1971 commitment of $17,215.98 
and a balance of $22.00 from prior years. 


Tax liens amounted to $1,605.60 at the year end, while 
tax acquired property totaled $1,226.28. 


LIABILITIES .... Notes payable, reflected on the balance 
sheet under Debt Fund, amounted to $7,000.00 at the year 
end. 


SURPLUS .... Appropriation account balances carried 
forward to the ensuing year amounted to $8,317.99, and 
represented departmental balances carried forward at the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $15,707.80 at 
the year end, an increase of $750.63 for the period. This 
increase was occasioned principally by net departmental 
balances lapsed to surplus amounting to $3,601.02. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit proce- 
dures were utilized to the extent deemed necessary to 
develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statement fairly present the financial position 
of the Town at December 81, 1971, and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended.

1971 DOG CONTROL ORDINANCE 


1. Dog to be licensed in accordance with the statutes 
of the State of Maine. No dog shall be kept within the 
limits of the Town of Greenwood, County of Oxford, State 
of Maine, unless such dog shall have been licensed by its 
owner in accordance with the statutes of the State of 
Maine. 


“Owner” shall be intended to mean any person or per- 
sons, firm, association or corporation owning, keeping or 
harboring a dog. 


2. Dogs not to be permitted to run at large. It shall be 
unlawful for the owner of any dog, licensed or unlicensed, 
to permit such dog to run at large. 


“At Large” shall be intended to mean off the premises 
of the owner and not under the control of any person by 
means of a chain, rope, or cord of sufficient strength to 
control the action of such dog (or such other personal 
presence and attention as will reasonably control the con- 
duct of such dog). 


3. Duties of Police Officers and person having control 
of impounding. Any police officer within the Town of 
Greenwood, shall seize, impound or restrain any dog kept 
in violation of Section 1, and any dog running at large, 
and deliver such dog to the person who is duly authorized 
to have control of impounding. If the owner of such dog is 
known or can be located with reasonable diligence, then 
the person who has control of impounding shall personally 
notify the owner within three days of the receipt of such 
dog. If the owner of such dog is not known and cannot be 
located with reasonable diligence, then the person who has 
control of impounding shall post, within forty-eight hours 
of the time such person shall have taken such dog into his 
possession, written notices in three public places in the 
municipality, giving a description of the dog, stating 
where it is impounded and the conditions for its release. 
If the owner within seven days after receiving notice, or 
within seven days after notice has been posted, does not 
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claim such dog, then the person having control of im- 
pounding shall dispose of the dog by sale or otherwise, in 
a proper and humane manner. 


The person having control of impounding shall keep a 
record of every dog disposed of by sale or otherwise. Such 
record shall include (a) a description which identifies the 
dog with reasonable certainty (b) the manner of dispos- 
ing of the dog, and (c) if the dog was transferred to an- 
other person, the name and address of the transferee. In 
addition, the transferee must sign a statement giving his 
name, address, and the date of delivery or receipt of the 
dog. 


4. Conditions of release. Section 2, provides that the 
person giving notice shall with such notice give the condi- 
tions for the release of the impounded dog. Before such 
dog may be transferred to another person, (a) such dog 
shall be vaccinated with anti-rabies vaccine, or the trans- 
feree will show proof of vaccination within the previous 
year (b) such dog must be licensed in accordance with the 
statutes of the State of Maine, and (c) the transferee 
shall pay to the municipal treasurer the sum of $5.00, the 
sum of (actual cost) for vaccination, and the sum of 
(actual cost) per day for each day, or part thereof, the 
dog has been impounded. 


5. Penalties. Instead of seizing and impounding the 
dog, the Town of Greenwood, may prosecute the owner of 
any dog running at large, and any person upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$20.00, plus the costs of prosecution. 


6. Vaccination. It shall be unlawful for the owner of 
any dog older than four months, less one day, to keep, 
maintain, or permit to run at large, such dog, unless it has 
been vaccinated by veterinary surgeon with anti-rabies 
vaccine, within one year preceding the date on which such 
dog is kept, maintained or permitted to run at large. Any 
person found violating this provision shall be fined not 
less than $10.00, nor more than $20.00 plus costs of 
prosecution. 


7. Repeal of conflicting ordinances. All existing ordin- 
ances of the Town of Greenwood are hereby repealed inso- 
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far as they may be inconsistent with the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


8. Separability of provisions. It is the intention of the 
municipality that each separate provision of this ordin- 
ance shall be deemed independent of all other provisions 
herein, and it is further the intention of the municipality 
that if any provision of this ordinance be declared invalid, 
all other provisions thereof shall remain valid and en- 
forceable. 


9. Effective date. This ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect 10 days from its passage, approval and publica- 
tion.

To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the necessary amount to insure the town 
equipment against property damage and personal liability. 
(Recommendation: from Equipment Account) 


Article 38. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for town officers’ salaries 
and miscellaneous. (Recommendation: $7,000.00) 


Article 34. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the necessary amount for payment of 
interest. (Recommendation: $800.00) 


Article 35. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the necessary amount for the following items: (All 
monies expended should be with the approval of either 
the forest fire warden or fire chief.) 

A. To pay for fires and expenses. (Recommendation: 

to be taken from Surplus) 

B. To pay for new equipment. (Recommendation: 
$1,500. Any monies reimbursed by the State will be 
credited to this account and may be used for other 
items of equipment.) For explanation, see para- 
graph 4 of Fire Chief’s Report. 


Article 36. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the necessary amount for Civil Defense and 
Public Safety and to pay expenses for local Civil Defense 
Directors. (Recommendation: $200.00)

REPORT TO THE TAXPAYERS OF GREENWOOD 


This year we started measuring the camps and front- 
ages on the lakes and ponds and made adjustments ac- 
cordingly. Therefore, despite an increase of spending 
($18,593.15 for school and $4,332.00 for Town), the majority 
of taxpayers received a small increase. 


As we have less valuating to do this coming year, we 
should have the tax bills out early. 


We received approximately $109,000.00 during the 30 
days after the tax bills came out, as the majority of tax- 
payers took advantage of the 2 per cent discount. As we 
have a substantial amount of late taxpayers, in the future 
we should have an interest charge. 


Earl Smith has done a very efficient job of taking care 
of the Town Dump this past year. This is one of the best 
dumps in the County. 


As most people know, for many years in the past, 
the town of Greenwood and the town of Bethel have made 
a trade on plowing the road in the Irish Neighborhood and 
Bird Hill. This winter (1971-1972) we will have to pay Bethel 
$400.00 for plowing the Irish Neighborhood, in addition to 
our plowing their part of Bird Hill. 


Beginning next winter, Bethel does not want to con- 
tinue in this manner; therefore, we must make plans to 
plow the road in the Irish Neighborhood. 


As our four-wheel truck is not reliable, we feel we should 
purchase a new one that will be reliable. A possibility would 
be to use the old truck to plow the Irish Neighborhood. 


During the past fall the bridge on Sanborn River was 
partially broken down. Temporary repairs were made, but 
this wooden bridge will have to be completely replaced this 
coming Spring. 
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The last two articles came in after the suggested bud- 
get had been prepared. Therefore, any money raised for 
these two articles will have to be added to this budget.
